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CBS  vs.  ICSS

The  University  of  Toronto  now  insists  that  Innis 
College  hire  three  Campus  Beverage  Service 
(CBS)  representatives  to  be  present  at  each  party 
that  Innis  holds. 

In  the  past,  parties  have  been  run  by  Innis 
students  who  acted  as  bartenders  and  bouncers. 
This  year,  however,  the  age  of  the  Innis  College 
cheaply  run  pub  has  come  to  an  end.  CBS  now  in- 
sists that  each  party  as  Innis  have  at  least  three 
members  of  CBS  present  to  check  identification 
and  ensure  that  no  laws  are  broken.  At  seven 
dollars  an  hour  per  man,  an  evening  ends  up 
costing  the  ICSS  approximately  one  hundred  and 
five  dollars.  This  is  a  substantiaJ  amount  of  money 
considering  the  same  service  used  to  be  supplied 
cheaply  by  Innis  students. 

According  to  Alex  Malcolm,  Director  of  Ad- 
ministrative Services  for  the  University  of  Toron- 
to, "The  new  CBS  policy  towards  college  one  night 
run  pubs  has  come  about  because  we  are  concer- 
ned about  the  control  of  Liquor  License  Board 
(LLB)  Regulations.  Incidents  of  violations  are  on 
the  increase  and  there  have  been  many  problems 
with  volunteer  staff,  such  as  them  getting  into  the 
sauce."  In  agreeance  with  this  notion.  Bill  Paolini, 
Manager  of  Campus  Beverage  Services  adds 
"Student  volunteer  staffs  are  not  objective  enough 
in  fulfilling  their  obligations."  He  states  "Volun- 
teer staff  tend  to  take  things  non-chalantly.  They 
don't  realize  the  consequences  of  violating  a  Hquor 
law  because  they  don't  feel  it.  It  is  myself  and  Mr. 
Malcolm  who  will  be  charged  for  a  violation  of  a 
liquor  law."  Goldie  Powell,  Services  Com- 
missioner for  SAC  adds  "Volunteer  staff  are  incon- 
sistent. They're  great  until  ten  thirty,  but  after 
that...." 

According  to  Mr.  Paolini,  "Problems  have  oc- 
curred in  the  past  with  student  run  pubs  such  as 
the  serving  of  minors  and  staying  open  beyond  one 
p.m.  Such  incidents  occurred  at  Innis  pubs  in 
previous  years."  Mr.  Paolini  states  "A  paid  staff 
person  representing  CBS  would  be  more  respon- 
sible towards  averting  these  problems  and 
carrying  out  the  prerogatives  set  down  by  the 
LLB.  He  adds,  "They  can  be  mean  because  they're 
paidforiti" 

The  general  consensus  at  Innis  College  towards 
CBS  is  that  they  are  costly  and  not  very  effective. 


According  to  Chris  Wilson,  President  of  The  Innis 
College  Student  Society,  "They  (CBS)  don't 
provide  a  service  that  a  volunteer  (or  paid 
student)  couldn't  do.  1  think  that  the  security  at 
the  Friday  September  16th  party,  where  CBS  was 
involved,  was  no  better  than  the  security  at  any 
other  party."  As  for  the  expense,  adds  Brian  Con- 
nell-Tombs  Social  Representative  for  Innis 
College,  "The  profits  made  from  the  sale  of  liquor 
and  beer  barely  covers  the  costs  of  the  CBS  ser- 
vices. Parties  are  now  becoming  a  money-losing 
proposition."  As  to  whether  this  would  effect  the 
number  of  parties  Innis  hosts,  Connell-Tombs 
states  "There  won't  be  fewer  parties,  but  there 
may  be  a  hike  in  the  already  escalated  student 
fees." 

For  a  college  with  the  highest  student  fees  on 
campus,  can  Innis  College  afford  the  services  of 
CBS?  Adds  one  Innis  executive  "Hell,  I'm  not 
going  to  the  parties.  I'm  going  to  go  work  with. 
Campus  beverage  Services  for  seven  bucks  an 
bourl" 


Innisiation  went  well  this  year  despite  many 
organizationaJ  problems.

The  Vice-President  student  services  elections, 
with  John  Pastor  running  against  Arthur  Wilson, 
was  a'small  but  interesting  event  that  tookplace  at 
Innis  College  last  week.  John  Pastor,  now  our  new 
VP  will  hopefully  hold  all  his  campaign  promises. 

Both  candidates  seemed  to  deal  mainly  with  the 
upgrading  of  the  Innis  'party  scene'.  John  Pastor 
wants  to  "...eliminate  the  covercharge  of  par- 
ties", which  is  presently  one  dollar.  Pastor  also 
wants  to  "..  .introduce  mixed  drinks,  serve  food  at 
the  parties  and  atteitipt  to  change  the  constitution 
so  that  a  'good'  president  for  example  should  be 
able  to  run  consecutively."  Pastor  who  graduated 
last,  spring,  didn't  feel  that  his  opponent,  Art 
Wilson  had  "...  had  enough  experience  in  the  ICSS 
environment  to  do  a  good  job."  Arthur  Wilson 
"was  a  little  disappointed  at  the  turn-out  of  the 
election,  you  know  only  ten  percent  of  the  student 
populace  voted."  He  adds,  "From  the  turn-out  we 
got  I  think  more  people  knew  John  than  knew  me. 
A  lack  of  exposure  is  what  really  killed  me." 

Wilson  "agrees"  with  Pastor's  goals,  "but 


there's  various  other  things,  you  know  like  the 
games  room,  the  coffee  machines  that  could  be  in- 
stalled in  the  'pit'  area ..." 

Brian  Connell-Tombs,  the  social  rep.,  perhaps 
had  more  to  say  about  the  election  campaigns, 
than  Pastor  and  Wilson . 

Connell-Tombs  felt  that  it  was  ". .  .unfortunate 
that  the  candidates  spent  a  disproportionate 
amount  of  time  debating  non-issues  outside  of 
what  should  have  been  their  concerns."  He  went  on 
on  to  say  that "...  basically  they  just  wanted  to  take 
over  my  job."  Connell-Tombs  felt  they  should 
have  discussed  how  they're  planning  on  spending 
the  extra  money  gained  through  the  fee  increase. 
"Since  I'm  constitutionally  defined  as  being  in 
charge  of  ensuring  food,  beverage,  and  enter- 
tainment, I  feel  that  I  should  have  been  con- 
sulted," Connell-Tombs  said.  "I  see  no  reason  why 
we  can't  workd  together  though,"  he  hastened  to 
add. 

Hopefully  John  won't  forget  the  VEGGIES, 
Brian  will  remember  to  check  the  CON- 
STITUTION and  Art  will  try  again  next  year.

ICSS

As  the  Innis  College  Student  Society  (ICSS) 
gears  up  for  its  annual  budget  meeting,  many 
people  are  speculating  on  how  the  moneys  collec- 
ted from  student  fees  are  going  to  be  spent. 

As  most  students  are  aware,  the  ICSS  held  a  fee 
increase  refrendum  late  last  year.  The  result  wasa 
narrow  victory  for  those  in  favour  of  increased  fees 
for  better  and  more  varied  services. 

Many  talked  about  the  digressions  of  the  par- 
ties. In  the  past,  light  food  had  been  offered,  beer 
was  often  free  and  the  record/sound  system  was  up 
to  date  and  in  good  order.  Also  the  athletically 
minded  are  getting  louder  in  their  complaints 
about  thelackof  good  sports  equipment. 


"It's  interesting  that  they  (in  1977)  were 
workiRg  from  $25,000,"  says  Chris  Wilson, 
sighting  the  successful  pinball  room  as  the  reason 
for  the  increased  budget.  With  almost  1000 
students  at  $28  each,  the  ICSS  is  again  wtorking 
withthat  amount. 

As  for  the  parlies,  Wilson  is  reluctant  to  believe 
that  food  and  cheaper  prices  are  going  to  be 
possible.  "Food  is  a  really  big  expense,"  says 
Wilson  "and  besides  it's  too  much  hassle  for  the 
Social  Rep." 

She  did  say  however  that  sports  would  probably 
get  alarge  part  of  the  fee  increase,  as  there  is  talk  of 
buying  tackle  football  equipment  for  the  college.^ 
The  Men's  AthleUc  Rep.  posted  a  figure  of 
$10,473.50  for  sports  this  year. 

Traditionally,  sports  has  got  a  large  amount  of 


money  because  they  bring  the  most  people  to  the 
meeting. 

Another  big  ticket  item  is  communications. 
Communications  includes  the  telephone,  party 
posters,  the  mailing  of  the  Herald  (if  it  will  hap- 
pen), the  audit  (which  is  necessary)  and  office 
supplies. 

Also  hoped  for  this  year  is  that  the  stereo  system 
will  again  be  built  on.  Speakerf.  were  purchased 
last  year. 

There  are  some  that  are  taking  advantage  of  this 
new  found  money  and  putting  in  budgets  for  new 
projects.  A  small  group  has  formed  to  start  an  In- 
nis College  review,  that  will  relieve  the  Herald 
from  its  prose  and  poetic  content.

Our  trusty  Herald  editor  handed  me  a  scanty, 
rather  inconsequential  looking  book  to  look  over.  I 
suspected  it  was  fiction.  During  my  just  as  incon- 
sequential lunch  hour,  I  read  it.  Yes  boys  and  girls, 
some  books  you  could  still  squeeze  in  between 
veggie  quiche  and  a  video  game.  The  book  is  titled 
The  Burger  Joint  Was  Closed  The  Burger  Joint 
Was  Closed  (not  a  misprint)  by  Ajay  Heble.  After 
the  first  reading  I  decided  that  it  is  poetic  fiction, 
or  fictitious  poetry.  On  the  second  reading  I 
decided  just  as  firmly,  that  it  approached 
hallucinatory  imagery  intended  for  short  ex- 
perimental films. 

The  author  claims  that  the  basic  ingredients  of 
the  book  are  "green  jazz,  deep  sea  violence,  mad- 
ness and  baltic  lust."  So.  it  is  obvious  that  Mr. 
Heble  is  not  a  wholesome  writer.  A  piece  titled 
'Slipping  on  the  Same  Step  Twice"  is  the  only  one 
that  doesn't  have  any  of  the  above  ingredients.  It  is 
also  the  only  piece  that  most  resembles  good 
writing.  On  a  stylistic  note,  he  manages  to  be 
descriptive  without  using  sentences  that  might 
overwhelm  anyone's  memory  capacity. 

Another  piece,  "Construction  in  the  Fog"  has 
symptoms  of  self-conscious  obscurity  and  outlan- 
dishness,  but  it's  suitably  titled.  He  neutralizes  the 
intricacy  of  the  imagery  by  using  sentences  that 
build,  which  is  very  similar  to  a  child  building 
with  Leggos. 

On  the  street  there  is  a  crane.  The  top  of  the 

crane  cannot  be  seen  because  it  is  enveloped 

byfog.  The  fog  is  dusty. 

This  book  is  not  substantial  enough  to  com- 
pliment your  decor,  or  make  you  a  more  in- 
teresting person,  however,  it's  about  the  same 
price  as  an  afternoon  of  video  games  and  offers 
quite  a  contrast  to  most  textbooks.

The  Innis  College  tackle  football  team  is  finally 
reaching  maturity,  or  at  least  veteran  player 
Simon  Cotter  feels  its  about  to  turn  the  proverbial 
corner.  Cotter  recalls  that  two  seasons  ago  he  was 
the  only  Innis  athlete  to  play  on  a  team  run  by 
University  College.  Last  year  a  combined  team  of 
Innis/University  college  hit  the  field  with  half  the 
team  from  Innis  College.  This  year,  the  Crimson 
Tide  boasts  20  of  26  players  who  claim  Innis 
College  to  be  their  home. 

Team  Co-captain  Simon  Cotter  also  points  out 
that  all  of  the  key  players  are  Innis  students.  For 
example,  first  year  quarterback  Vic  Chiasson, 
defensive  end/tackle  Richard  Markovitz,  safety 
Mike  Harboard,  Centre  Tom  Vivados,  receiver 
Scott  Burke,  tight  end  Geoff  Ledell,  and  returning 
player  Julian  Fulkner.  not  to  mention  Simon  Cot- 
ter who  plays  Linebacker  and  guard. 

Crimson  Tide  coach,  Andy  Dey  sees  great 
potential  in  the  team  t  "Enough  can't  be  said  about 
linebackers  Simon  Cotter  and  Scott  Nichols,  who 
are  returning  players  and  the  two  new  corners: 
Richard  Markovitz  at  defensive  end  can  be 
awesome,  and  Vic  Chaisson  who  is  not  only  a 
natural  leader  at  quarterback  but  he  executes 
well.  I  see  a  good  season  ahead  for  this  young 
team." 

The  Crimson  Tide  sits  atop  the  standings  of 
Division  II  football  with  a  2-0  record  and  are 
playing  a  key  game  during  Homecoming 
weekend.  Saturday  October  15  at  10:30  a.m.  on 
the  Back  Campus  Field  (adjacent  to  Hart  House). 
They  takeon  the  undefeated  Dents  team  who  have 
been  relegated  from  Division  I. 


Quarterback  and  Co-captain  Chaisson  would 
like  to  see  a  good  turnout  for  the  game.  "It  is.really 
a  crucial  game  and  the  players  really  do  feel  like 
putting  out  extra  effort  if  we  have  some  moral 
support."  The  moral  support  showed  in  the  27-6 
victory  over  New  College.  20-25  fans  braved  the 
rain  to  watch  the  Crimson  Tide. 


Review  seeks 
funds

The  Innis  Herald  may  be  relieved  of  its  literary 
content  by  the  founding  of  an  Innis  publication. 
Several  Innis  students  are  in  the  process  of  plan- 
ning a  budget  and  all  of  the  attendant  services  for 
an  I  nnis  College  review. 

"Innis  needs  a  focus  for  this  kind  of  creative 
work,"  says  Jean  Yoon,  a  co-founder.  The  Herald 
is  supposed  to  be  an  information  service,  not  a 
literary  magazine. 

With  the  increased  ICCS  budget,  the  literary 
magazine  is  hoping  to  get  most  of  its  funding  at  the 
upcoming  budget  meeting,  although  they  will  ap- 
proach SAC  for  additionai  funds. 

Many  campus  reviews  are  already  published, 
some  are  paid  for  by  subscribers,  others  are  paid 
for  solely  from  student  funds.  Most  consist  almost 
entirely  of  poetry.  "We  might  call  it  a  "prose" 
magazine,"  to  discourage  too  much  poetry',  says 
Yoon,  adding  that  she  would  like  to  see  something 
new  about  the  Innis  review.  "I  want  to  put  a  pop- 
outinthemiddle." 

Ajay  Heble,  another  founder  is  also  concerned 
about  printing  too  much  poetry.  'We'll  be  swam- 
ped by  poetry."  says  Heble,  "it's  going  to  be  hard" 
to  discourage. 

The  costs  are  still  being  estimated.  "There  are 
two  possible  formats,"  says  Yoon.  "it  could  cost 
less  than  $1000"  for  the  cheaper  format,  although 
she  is  Reluctant  to  go  for  that  format.  Heble 
suggests  considerably  more,  "in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  $2500."

Theemphasis  is  on  participation  and, 
with  time  and  work,  Vic  is  going  to  attempt  to 
change  the  lettering  system  to  make  the  possibility 
of  receiving  college  letters  easier  to  those  who  take 
part  and  at  present  receive  little  more  than  slight 
praise  for  their  efforts. 

On  the  agenda  for  next  year,  Chiasson  hopes  to 
bring  the  involvement  of  the  sports  organization 
to  Innisiation.  He  feels  that  this  is  a  time  when 
representatives  from  all  sports  should  be  present  to 
recruit  new  members.  The  purpose  of  this  would 
have  two  advantages:  to  bring  new  members  to 
the  variety  of  sports  as  well  as  to  bring  new  studen- 
ts intocontact  with  others  of  similar  interests. 

The  road  ahead  of  Vic  Chiasson  is  uncertain 
and  definitely  busy,  but  he  is  eagerly  looking  for- 
ward to  his  task.
